A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant described difference between claimed invention and 
applied prior art. Applicant pointed out that the invention creates within the web browser a second web document 
which is also editable and cited support in the specification in fig. 8, 9, and 10 and in pages 21-22. Applicant said that 
the preview document of the IBM Research Disclosure is not editable. Examiner Smith pointed out that he had 
interpreted fig. 2 and 3 of the IBM Research Disclosure to indicate an editable preview documen by manipulating the 
page breal^s. Applicant pointed out that fig. 4 shows a preview document is selected by the frame controlled by the 
user, but that the preview document is not editable. Examiners tentatively agreed that if the claimed second web 
document has a unique URL and that the preview document of the applied prior art is not editable, the IBM Rearch 
Disclosure applied would be overcome. 
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
